NEW YORK (AP) - Union-

The AFL-CIO American Fed

One of the first affected was 
the Johnny Carson “Tonight” 
program.

Carson and his cast stayed 
away from their regular early 
evening taping session and the 
National Broadcasting Co. filled 
the late night slot with a Carson 
rerun. 
A taping session for NBC's 
daytime serial “The Doctors’’ 
was canceled Thursday when 
cast members walked out after 
a rehearsal. 
Master of ceremonies Gene 
Rayburn and announcer J o h n n y 
Olsen refused to tape a third 
half-hour 
episode 
of another 
NBC daytime show, the “ Match 
Game,” after Completing two 
tapings earlier in the day. 
“We have told our members 
not to appear in a prerecording 
unless they know that the pro­ 
ducer has signed the agree­ 
ment,” an AFTRA spokesman 
said. 
Canceled taping sessions in 
Hollywood 
included 
NBC’s 
“Swinging Country“ and “ You 
Don’t Say.” Many shows are 
taped weeks before they are to 
be aired, and the effect of 
Thursday’s stoppages might not 
be apparent immediately.

The long upward trend in interest 


r a t e s is now "past history,” President 
Johnson has been advised by his Coun­ 
cil of Economic Advisers. But business 
apparently is still under the influence 
despite the council's report that the na­ 
tion has now experienced two consecu­ 
tive months of easing interest rates. 
After its monthly survey, the Na­ 
tional Association of Purchasing Agents 
said “there is little doubt but that the 
near-chaotic money situation is being 
felt across the board in business, from 
inventory policy to capital expansion." 
Evidence that tight money is causing a 
change in buying policy is the abrupt 
drop in inventory accumulation report­ 
ed by the association. 
The conflict between the economic 
council*s roseate report on interest 


rates and what is actually going on in 
the money market merely adds to the 
"various uncertainties” deplored by 
the purchasing agents. An example of 
another major uncertainty bothering 
individuals as well as business is what 
the administration intends to do about 
taxes now that the election is out of 
the way. 
Thus far the public has had nothing 
but high-level contradictions on the 
subject of taxes. The man who will fi­ 
nally settle the tax question probably 
will be Defense Secretary McNamara 
who has informed Mr. Johnson it 
would be several weeks before he can 
determine how much extra money will 
be needed for his department next 
year.

Blissful Republican Picture

When Ray Bliss, a “nuts and 
bolts“ man, was called to Wash­ 
ington, D.C., from Ohio to take 
over the controls at Republican 
National Committee headquar­ 
ters, it was feared that his 
“technician’s approach” might 
fail to revitalize a party that 
desperately needed a new “im­ 
age” (there goes that cliche 
again) to 
compete 
with 
the 
Democrats. But the technical 
approach has paid off, and the 
“image” is taking care of it­ 
self. 
What Bliss honestly tried to 
do was to give each Republican 
his chance once the battle of 
ideologies had been fought out 
in the primaries. For example, 
he had problems in Idaho and 
in Massachusetts which involv­ 
ed characters who were poles 
apart from the 
standpoint of 
philosophy, 
yet 
who 
needed 
identical 
help 
on 
November 
8 when it came to the business 
of winning. In Idaho the Repub­ 
lican liberals were threatening 
to walk out on the chosen con­ 
servative Republican nominee 
for governor, Don Samuelson. 
In Massachusetts, it was the 
•ther way round: conservatives 
were muttering against the lib­ 
eral Republican candidate for 
the Senate, Ed Brooke, a Ne- 
groe who. as attorney general, 
had demonstrated great vote- 
ge’tmg ability. Both Samuelson 
tnd Brooke needed money, but 
more than 
that they needed 
someone to come into their re­ 
spective states and knock Re­ 
publican heads together. Bliss 
performed an identical service 
for both candidates 
and the 
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“ technician’s approach” paid 
off in victories for two men who 
m i g h t logically be expected 
to get into 
shouting match if 
they were asked to debate val­ 
ues. The important 
thing, 
to 
Bliss, is that both Samuelson 
anu Brooke carry the Republi 
can label. 
In its reliance on this sort of 
engineering, 
the 
Republican 
Party has finally taken a leaf 
out of the Democratic book. For 
yeixs 
the 
Democrats 
have 
managed to put over an East­ 
land in 
Mississippi 
and 
an 
Adam Clayton Powell in New 
York’s Harlem without blush or 
aplogy for what this does to 
“image.” The Democratic the­ 
ory has been that ideologues 
have their opportunities in the 
primary campaigns, and that 
once the verdict of the people 
has been spoken in the prim ar­ 
ies it is time for the technicians 
to take over. 
Conservatives have tended to 
distrust Ray Bliss, largely be­ 
cause he replaced Dean Burch, 
a Goldwater stalwart. But in all 
honesty, they must admit that 
Bliss’s technical approach did 
well for them. I have two en­ 
dorsement lists before me, one 
pui out by the American Con­ 
servative Union and the other 
by the Ripon Society. Out of 
179 Republican candidates back­ 
ed by the American Conserva­ 
tive Union for the U. S. Senate, 
the House of Representatives or 
for Governor, 155 won and only 
twenty - four lost. The liberal 
Ripon Society had a record of 
seventy - seven victories and 
thirty - eight defeats for their 
endorsements for Congression­ 
al or State Governor offices. So 
for what comparative figures 
are worth, the Republican con­ 
servatives got a six - to - one 
victory ride, whereas the Ripon 
liberals had to be satisfied with 
a two - to - one performance. 
The figures are somewhat de­ 
ceptive, for in certain instances 
both the American Conserva­ 
tive Union and the Ripon Socie­ 
ty supported the same candi­ 
dates. But the 
point

am 
mr.Eing is that the Republican 
conservative “ image” was not 
hurt in the least by Ray Bliss’s 
“ t e c h n i c a l 
approach.” 
I 
wouldn’t have believed this two 
years ago, but the pudding’s 
proof is in the eating. 
As a result of the 1966 elec­ 
tions the Republican “image” | 
in the House of Representatives 
will be more conservative than 
it has been. In the Se n a t e, 
where the Republicans picked 
up an additional three seats, the 
liberals got two men, M a r k 
Hatfield of Oregon and Charles 


Percy of Illinois, to the c o n ­ 
servatives’ one, Howard Baker 
of Tennessee. But Percy, I pre­ 
dict, will try to find voluntary 
alternatives to Great Society 
compulsion. 
Republican successes in the 
races for governor can be twist­ 
ed to favor either conservatism 
or liberalism, for they offer a 
picture that covers the whole 
spectrum. A Rockefeller in New 
York is “ balanced” by a Rea­ 
gan in California. A Shafer in 
Pennsylvania, as a replacement 
for Scranton, leaves things just 
a l i t t l e more conservatively 
tinged in that State than they 
were before, but a vastly suc­ 
cessful Romney in 
Michigan, 
who seems to be the presiden­ 
tial candidate of the Rockefel­ 
ler - Javits liberals, means that 
middle • roader Richard Nixon 
must f i g h t to keep the gains 
he has been building for him­ 
self among the party faithful. 
However, if Romney gets the 
1968 nod, it won’t be because of 
any s p e c i a l 1966 favoritism 
on the part of Ray Bliss. Give 
the man his due, he worked 
just as hard for a Reagan as he 
did for Romney or Rockefeller.

Word on Taxes 


The long upward trend in interest 
rates is now “past history,” President 
Johnson has been advised by his Coun­ 
cil of Economic Advisers. But business 
apparently is still under the influence 
despite the council* s report that the na­ 
tion has now experienced two consecu­ 
tive months of easing interest rates. 
After its monthly survey, the Na­ 
tional Association of Purchasing Agents 
said “there is little doubt but that the 
near-chaotic money situation is being 
felt across the board in business, from 
inventoiy policy to capital expansion.” 
Evidence that tight money is causing a 
change in buying policy is the abrupt 
drop in inventory accumulation report­ 
ed by the association. 
The conflict between the economic 
council’s roseate report on interest 


rates and what is actually going on in 
the money market merely adds to the 
“various uncertainties” deplored by 
the purchasing agents. An example of 
another major uncertainty bothering 
individuals as well as business is what 
the administration intends to do about 
taxes now that the election is out of 
the way. 
Thus far the public has had nothing 
but high-level contradictions on the 
subject of taxes. The man who will fi­ 
nally settle the tax question probably 
will be Defense Secretary McNamara 
who has informed Mr. Johnson it 
would be several weeks before he can 
determine how much extra money will 
be needed for his department next 
year.

Jehoiakim, placed upon the 
throne of Judah by the Egyptian 
ruler, at first paid tribute regu­ 
larly, but after Nebuchadnezzar 
conquered Egypt. Jehoiakim be­ 
came a Babylonian v a s s a l . 
Eventually he rebelled against 
B a b y l o n and Nebuchadnezzar 
gathered Judah's ancient ene­ 
m ies--Syrians, Moabites. Am­ 
monites — together and m a d e 
war. Jehoiakim died while the 
war was going on i598 B.C.), 
and was succeeded by his 18- 
year-old son, Jehoiachin. 
Though he reigned but three 
months, Jehoiachin was a “bad” 
king who did evil in the sight 
of the Lord. He continued the 
war againat Babylon and the 
Lord allowed Nebuchadnezzar to 
take Jerusalem and send 10,000 
inhabitants of the country — in­ 
cluding the young king Jehoia­ 
chin—to Babylon as captives. 
Giving the Hebrews one last 
c h a n c e , Nebuchadnezzar put 
Zedekiah upon the throne. Zede- 
kiah, however, was also sinful, 


in exile w-ould not be coming 
back to Palestine. They would 
lemain in exile for 70 years 
the exile 
actually lasted 
67 
years — and few of the older 
c a p t i v e s would survive. But 
their children and grandchildren 
would return to a new land with 
a new spirit. 
Jeremiah urged them to build 
houses, plant g a r d e n s , take 
wives and beget children, and to 
seek peace for the city of Baby­ 
lon and pray to God for its wel­ 
fare. This Isst exhortation is not 
so strange when you consider 
that the Jews’ welfare for the 
entire exile was bound up in the 
welfare of Babylon. The Jews 
needed a time of peace, and the 
only way to have it was for 
Babylon to remain at peace. 
“What could not be cured had 
to be endured.” They could not 
change the aituation. Therefore 
they had to submit patiently. 
J e r e m i a h warned t h e m 
a g a i n s t hearkening to false 
prdphsts, who p r e t e n d e d to 
speak in the name of God. but 
actually had no message from

and the Lord caused him to re­ 
bel unsuccessfully against Ne­ 
buchadnezzar. Now Nebuchad­ 
nezzar's patience was complete­ 
ly exhausted. He besieged Jeru­ 
salem, the city fell and was 
burned to the ground. 
Though the Jews had been set 
apart by God for a definite 
spiritual purpose, they had re­ 
peatedly deviated from His will, 
and ignored the warnings of the 
prophets sent by Him to bring 
them back to His way. As pun­ 
ishment, God caused the nations 
to the north of Judah to band 
together, invade the country and 
carry the Jews into captivity. 
The first of the deportations 
took place in 598 B.C., and it is 
to these exiles that Jeremiah’s 
letter is written. 
Though the Babylonians did 
not enslave the Jews, but al­ 
lowed them to settle in their 
own communities and continue 
much the same type of life they 
had led at home, there is no 
doubt that the p e o p l e were 
d e e p l y discouraged and de 
pressed at being in a foreign 
idolatrous land. It must have 
come as a shock to read Jere­ 
miah’s first letter advising, aa 


Him. Such false prophets had 
brought them trouble in their 
own land and, being taken cap­ 
tive with the others had, neces­ 
sarily, followed them to Baby­ 
lon. There they were creating 
false hopes among the people 
and Jeremiah exhorted his peo­ 
ple to ignore them. 
The third and final portion of 
Jeremiah's letter is a prophecy 
concerning the future. First, af­ 
ter the 70 years had been 
passed In Babylon, the Lord 
would come for His people and 
return them to Palestine. It 
must be remembered that, at 
this same time, there were He­ 
brews from the Northern King­ 
dom of Israel also living in 
Babylon, descendants of the ten 
tribes which had broken away 
from the tribes of Judah and 
Benjamin in 922 B.C., but this 
promise of restoration in no 
way applied to them for they 
had forsaken Jehovah and wor­ 
shiped golden calves. Only Ju­ 
dah and Benjamin remained 
faithful and would survive. 
With a final charge against 
the false prophets among the 
exiles, Jeremiah ends his letter 
to them.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Re­ 
tired Army Maj. Gen. Harold 
N. Gilbert, who originated the 
slogan “Keep them flying’’ just 
before 
World 
War 
II, 
died 
Wednesday of heart disease at 
Walter Reed Army Hospital. He 
was 70. 
Gilbert, whose military ca­ 
reer spanned both world wars, 
became a vice president of the 
National Association of Manu­ 
factures 
after his retirement 
from the Army in 1946. 
He originated the “Keep them 
flying” slogan while in charge 
of U.S. Army recruiting prior to 
World War II. Between 1938 
and 1941, he was responsible for 
increasing the Army Air Force 
from 140,000 to nearly 500,000 
volunteers. 
Gilbert was wartime director 
of the Office of Dependency 
Benefits and just before his re­ 
tirement was assistant to the 
adjutant general for military 
personnel procurement. 


SAIGON, 
South 
Viet 
Nam 
(AP) — Goods which cost an 
awful lot of U.S. tax money van­ 
ish into thin air — or, some­ 
times, into shallow water — in 
the dock area of Saigon. 
Amid rumors that some na­ 
tive port officials with salaries 
of about 10,000 piastres — $100 
a month are wallowing in the 
luxury of expensive villas and 
costly cars, Premier Nguyen 
Cao Ky denounced the port on 
Nov. 10 as “ a den of thieves.” 
During a waterfront visit, the 
prime minister told Brig. Gen. 
Pham Dang Lan, South Viet­ 
namese director general of Sai­ 
gon 
port, 
that, 
any 
officials 
caught 
stealing 
henceforth 
would be shot. 
“ I’m not speaking of you,” Ky 
told Lan. “I’m speaking of the 
men who are working under 
you.” 
Pilferage at the Saigon docks 
is only one aspect of the graft, 
corruption, black marketeering 
and other chicanery of the Viet­ 
namese war, involving hundreds 
of 
millions 
of 
U.S. 
dollars, 
brought to light by an Associat­ 
ed Press reporting team in a 
wide-ranging investigation. 
Port officials say about 500,- 
000 tons of goods, most of it 
originating in the United States, 
pass through the Saigon water­ 
front every month. Some ex­ 
perts estimate that thieves get 
20 per cent of it. 
U.S. Navy sources in Wash- 
ingon say that figure is too 
high, but concede that around 6 
per cent of strictly military car­ 
go alone never reaches its desti­ 
nation. Eight months ago this 
figure was 11 to 12 per cent. 
Across the river from down­ 
town Saigon is the peninsula of 
An Khanh, the major staging 
area for smugglers and thieves. 
South Vietnamese customs offi­ 
cers stay away from An Khanh, 
where you can buy anything 
from an air conditioner to an 
automobile tire, all stolen. 
An Khanh is where the divers 
live, too. They go down to the 
harbor 
bottom 
and 
retrieve 
goods chucked overboard by 
accomplices on ships waiting to 
unload. 
They seem to work harder on 
An Khanh than they do on the 
Saigon docks. 
One recent day along the Sai­ 
gon wharves, Vietnamese steve­ 
dores squatted in the shade. A 
forklift operator slumped, snor­ 
ing, in the seat of his machine. 
In open spaces between the 
cargo sheds, piles of cracked 
wooden cases, piping, and rust­ 
ed and broken equipment lay in 
apparent discard. Some of the 
cases bore the words “ Fragile 
— Handle With Care.” 
There were plain signs of pil­ 
ferage: a carton which had con­ 
tained medicated powder, dis­ 
carded an empty, boxes con­ 
taining small 
motors 
ripped 
open and parts remove, pack­ 
ages of tire tubes rifled. 
An American Military Police­ 
man showed a reporter a tall 
cardboard case which he said 
had been looted of liquor by 
Vietnamese workers. 
The Vietnamese police and 


Vietnamese MPs on duty at the 
gates leading to the street are 
supposed to 
check 
otugoing 
workers for stolen property. 
But there is strong suspicion 
the 
Vietnamese 
guards 
are 
lackadaisical in their checkouts 
and some likely are taking a 
cut. 
Patrol boats poUce the crowd­ 
ed river, 
but observers 
say 
there aren’t nearly enough of 
them. 
The hundreds of Vietnamese 
barges 
ferrying 
goods 
from 
ships in midriver to the docks 
are a major problem. Entire 
barges 
have 
vanished. 
Some 
may have been hijacked. Others 
probably were delivered into the 
hands of black market rings, 
enforcement officials said. 
Late in September, Premier 
Nguyen Cao Ky became public­ 
ly 
indignant. 
His 
indignation 
followed the reported theft of 


j tiles his wife had ordered for 
1 bathrooms in the new palace. 
Ky was quoted as saying that 
a number of businessmen had 
"deliberately 
colluded” 
with 
thieves in an effort to dodge 
customs taxes and “to get their t 
insurance 
compensation.” No 
names were mentioned. 
Following up Ky’s blast, gov­ 
ernment - censored Saigon pa 
pcrs ran front-page stories de­ 
claring that “well - organized” 
groups had stolen hundreds of 
millions of piasters worth of 
imports. 
At 
the 
official 
ex­ 
change. there are 118 piasters to 
a dollar. 
Most imports 
are financed 
under the U.S. economic aid 
program. 
Since early summer, the mili­ 
tary 
command 
has 
assumed 
widening responsibility for sup­ 
porting port clearance of AID 
goods. 


In time, and with enough re 
sources, this may cure many of 
the difficulties. 
Qualified experts say there 
must be strong action at a high 
level to halt bickering here be 
tween U.S. Army port author 
lies and certain AID officials. 
Secretary of Defense Robert 
S. McNamara indicated, during 
his recent visit here, that he 
wants the port cleared — and 
what McNamara wants, McNa­ 
mara most usually gets. 
Some specialists in dock oper­ 
ations believe that the only way 
to move the cargoes sw iftly is to 
bring in American sevedores 
and American civilian manag­ 
ers, and that the only way to 
suppress the stealing is to have 
American 
security 
agencies 
take over the whole task of 
guarding the docks and ware- 
i houses.

Eventually he rebelled against 
B a b y l o n and Nebuchadnezzar 
gathered Judah's ancient ene­ 
m ies-* Syrians, Moabites. Am­ 
monites — together and m a d e 
war. Jehoiakim died while the 
war was going on (598 B.C.), 
and was succeeded by his 18- 
year-old son, Jehoiachin. 
Though he reigned but three 
months, Jehoiachin was a “bad’’ 
king who did evil in the sight 
of the Lord. He continued the 
war against Babylon and the 
Lord allowed Nebuchadnezzar to 
take Jerusalem and send 10,000 
inhabitants of the country — in­ 
cluding the young king Jehoia­ 
chin—to Babylon as captive*. 
Giving the Hebrews one last 
c h a n c e , Nebuchadnezzar put 
Zedekiah upon the throne. Zede- 
kiah, however, was also sinful, 


from God, that they settle down 
where thSy w’ere and establish 
themselves firmly, for the adults 
in exile would not be coming 
back to Palestine. They would 
lemain in exile for 70 years — 
the exile 
actually lasted 67 
years — and few of the older 
c a p t i v e s would survive. But 
their children and grandchildren 
would return to a new land with 
a new spirit. 
Jeremiah urged them to build 
houses, plant g a r d e n s , take 
wives and beget children, and to 
seek peace for the city of Baby­ 
lon and pray to God for its wel­ 
fare. This last exhortation is not 
so strange when you consider 
that the Jews’ welfare for the 
entire exile was bound up in the 
welfare of Babylon. The Jews 
needed a time of peace, and the 
only way to have it was for 
Babylon to remain at peace. 
“What could not be cured had 
to be endured.” They could not 
change the situation. Therefore 
they had to submit patiently. 
J e r e m i a h warned t h e m 
a g a i n s t hearkening to false 
prophets, who p r e t e n d e d to 
speak in th* name of God, but 
actually had no message from

and the Lord caused him to re­ 
bel unsuccesafully against Ne­ 
buchadnezzar. Now Nebuchad­ 
nezzar's patience was complete­ 
ly exhausted. He besieged Jeru­ 
salem, the city fell and was 
burned to the ground. 
Though the Jew* had been set 
apart by God for a definite 
spiritual purpose, they had re­ 
peatedly deviated from Hi* will, 
and ignored the warnings of the 
prophets sent by Him to bring 
them back to His way. Aa pun­ 
ishment. God caused the nations 
to the north of Judah to band 
together, invade the country and 
carry the Jews into captivity. 
The firat of th* deportations 
took place in 598 B.C., and it is 
to these exiles that Jeremiah's 
letter is written. 
Though the Babylonians did 
not enslave the Jews, but al­ 
lowed them to settle in their 
own communities and continue 
much the same type of life they 
had led at home, there is no 
doubt that the p e o p l e were 
d e e p l y discouraged and de­ 
pressed at being in a foreign, 
idolatrous land. It must have 
come as a shock to read Jere­ 
miah’s firat letter advising, as

Him. Such false prophets had 
brought them trouble in their 
own land and, being taken cap­ 
tive with the others had, neces­ 
sarily, followed them to Baby­ 
lon. There they were creating 
false hopes among the people 
and Jeremiah exhorted hie peo­ 
ple to ignore them. 
The third and final portion of 
Jeremiah’s letter is a prophecy 
concerning the future. Firat, af­ 
ter the 70 year* had been 
passed in Babylon, the Lord 
would come for Hia people and 
return them to Palestine. It 
must be remembered that, at 
this same time, there were He­ 
brews from the Northern King­ 
dom of Israel also living in 
Babylon, descendants of the ten 
tribes which had broken away 
from the tribes of Judah and 
Benjamin in 922 B.C., but this 
promise of restoration in no 
way applied to them for they 
had forsaken Jehovah and wor­ 
shiped golden calves. Only Ju­ 
dah 
and Benjamin 
remained 
faithful and would aurvive. 
With a final charge against 
the false prophets among the 
exiles. Jeremiah ends his letter 
to them.

ish into thin air — or, some­ 
times, into shallow' water — in 
the dock arca of Saigon. 
Amid rumors that some na­ 
tive port officials with salaries 
of about 10,000 piastres — $100 
— a month are wallowing in the 
luxury of expensive villas and 
costly cars, 
Premier Nguyen 
Cao Ky denounced the port on 
Nov. IO as “ a den of thieves.” 
During a waterfront visit, the 
prime minister told Brig. Gen. 
Pham Dang Lan, South Viet­ 
namese director general of Sai­ 
gon 
port, 
that 
any 
officials 
caught 
stealing 
henceforth 
would be shot. 
•Tm not speaking of you,” Ky 
told Lan. ‘‘I’m speaking of the 
men who are working under 
you.” 
Pilferage at the Saigon docks 
is only one aspect of the graft, 
corruption, black marketeering 
and other chicanery of the Viet­ 
namese war, involving hundreds 
of 
millions 
of 
U.S. 
dollars, 
brought to light by an Associat­ 
ed Press reporting team in a 
wide-ranging investigation. 
Port officials say about 500.- 
000 tons of goods, most of it 
originating in the United States, 
pass through the Saigon water­ 
front every month. Some ex­ 
perts estimate that thieves get 
20 per cent of it. 
U.S. Navy sources in Wash- 
ingon say that figure is too 
high, but concede that around 6 
per cent of strictly military car 
go alone never reaches its desti­ 
nation. Eight months ago this 
figure was ll to 12 per cent. 
Across the river from down 
town Saigon is the peninsula of 
An Khanh, the major staging 
area for smugglers and thieves. 
South Vietnamese customs offi 
cers stay away from An Khanh. 
where you can buy anything 
from an air conditioner to an 
automobile tire, all stolen. 
An Khanh is where the divers 
live, too. They go down to the 
harbor 
bottom 
and 
retrieve 
goods 
chucked overboard by 
accomplices on ships waiting to 
unload. 
They seem to work harder on 
An Khanh than they do on the 
Saigon docks. 
One recent day along the Sai 
goo wharves, Vietnamese steve­ 
dores squatted in the shade. A 
forklift operator slumped, snor­ 
ing, in the seat of his machine 
In open spaces between the 
cargo sheds, piles of cracked 
wooden cases, piping, and rust­ 
ed and broken equipment lay in 
apparent discard. Some of the 
cases bore the words “ Fragile 
- Handle With Care.” 
There were plain signs of pil­ 
ferage: a carton which bad con­ 
tained medicated powder, dis­ 
carded an empty, boxes con­ 
taining small 
motors 
ripped 
open and parts remove, pack­ 
ages of tire tubes rifled. 
An American Military Police­ 
man showed a reporter a tall 
cardboard case which he laid 
had been looted of liquor by 
Vietnamese workers. 
The Vietnamese police and

WASHINGTON (AP) -P resi- 
dent Johnson slept late today, 
and got up telling his doctors he 
felt "great” 
On the second full day after 
his double Gyration, Johnson 
still complained of soreness, 
however. 
The White House s a i d the j 
President fell asleep about mid­ 
night — even before finishing 
his usual stack of evening read-! 
ing — and did not awaken until 
almost 8 a.m. For him that was 
a late hour. 
Before wading into some de­ 
partment 
reports, 
Johnson 
moved to a chair for a tray 
breakfast of melon balls, apple 
juice, chipped beef and tea. 
The President’« recovery so 
far has been routine — so much 
so that the latest White House 
statement on his progress con­ 
tained no information of a med­ 
ical nature. 
Although Johnson said Thurs­ 
day night he was “sore as if I 
was beat by a baseball bat*’ 
he’s been working, talking — 
even celebrating. 
Thursday night’s medical bul­ 
letin 
said 
"he’s 
still 
pro­ 
gressing.” And there was no 
word to the contrary today. 
Johnson did a bit of his prog­ 
ressing at a party in his Bethes* 
da Naval Hospital suite, mark­ 
ing the 32nd anniversary of his 


marriage to Lady Bird. 
It got under way late because 
the Presidnt napped until early 
evening. 
When he awoke, J o h n s o n 
donned street clothes for the 
first time since his surgery 
Wednesday morning. 
The double operation removed 
a growth from his right vocal 
cord and repaired a rupture in 
the year-old scar left by his gall 
bladder operation. 
‘Tt hurts all the time,” John­ 
son remarked at the anniversa­ 
ry party. The President said he 
has pains in his side, his throat, 
his right arm and his legs. 
The President has not 
said 
when he will leave his $45-a-day 
hospital suite. When he does, he 
plans to head for his LBJ Ranch 
in Texas. 
Johnson saw a stream of visi­ 
tors and White House aides dur­ 
ing his work-and-nap second 
day of recuperation. For the 
first time since the operation, 
he saw Vice President Hubert 
H. Humphrey. 
He heard a report on the eco­ 
nomic situation and possible 
spending cuts from Secretary of 
the Treasury Henry H. Fowler 
and other top advisers. The 
White House said the advisers, 
not the President, did most of 
the talking. 


Navajo Chief Adopts Ways 


Of Paleface Politicians 


WINDOW ROCK. Ariz. (AP) 
— Hie re-elected tribal chair­ 
man of the sovereign Navajo 
nation says the paleface politi­ 
cians’ old-fashioned idea about 
baby kissing still is worth while. 
"It paid off, didn’t it?” says 
Raymond Nakai, 48, of his 1,500- 
vote victory over Samuel W. 
Billison 41, in this week’s tribal 
elections. 
The campaign on the sprawl­ 
ing reservation in New Mexico 
Arizona and Utah was some­ 
times stormy. Fisticuffs broke 
out during at least one political 
rally. 
But Nakai. during an inter­ 
view, attributed his victory to 
kissng babies, shaking hands 
and hogan-to-hogan stumping. 
In a more serious vein, he cited 
his pledges 
of 
more 
social 
and economic advances for the 
110,000 members of the nation’s 
largest Indian tribe. 
He said Thursday that unem­ 
ployment on the 24,000-square- 
mile reservation is the greatest 
r 


oblem he must cope with in 
ading the Navajos during the 
Wsxt four years. 
One of Nakai’s proposed an­ 


swers to the tribe s problems is 
spelling out the rights of the 
Navajo people, including adop­ 
tion of a tribal constitution. 
He explained that while Nava­ 
jos 
had 
constitutional 
and 
states’ rights, they don’t have 
any rights now through the gov­ 
erning tribal council. 
The 
74-member 
council, 
equivalent to a state legislature, 
is an "instrumentality to t h e 
secretary of the interior,” Na­ 
kai said. 
“The Navajo people would 
much rather set up their gov­ 
ernment according to their will, 
desires and liking,” he said. 
"They want a government they 
can call their own.” 
The Navajos. by treaty, are a 
sovereign nation within U.S. 
boundaries. 
The treaty of 1868 and certain 
court decisions recognize so- 
called residua] sovereign pow­ 
ers 
in 
the 
tribe, 
not 
the 
council,” the one-time radio an­ 
nouncer and WorldWar II Navy 
veteran said. ”1 would like to 
see these residual powers mani­ 
fested.”

It got under way late because 
the Presidnt napped until early 
evening. 
When he awoke, J o h n s o n 
donned street clothes for the
